As might well be imagined, fair 
week and the large influx of visitors 
throw a heavy tax on the water supply 
and on more than one occasion the 
delivery ran up to seven million gal- 
lons, whereas the capacity of the fil- 
tration plant is only reckoned at six 
million per day. 

The extra demand was dealt with by 
doing all the pumping possible during 
night and the hours when the draw on 
the system was not so excessive. By 
keeping this up night and day the 
department was able to cope with the
